Hon Hcioickan gave notico that ho would 
ask if any provision would be made for the 
encouragement of immigration, and wbnthor 
the Eaglo Pass would be opened at on 
early period. 

Hon Hull bad the honor to lay before the 
Council tho R-iport of tha Select Com- 
mitlee appointed to fume a reply to tbo 
Governor's speech.

The great advunco which has taken piece,

. portalion of coal, epars, and lumber induoe 
us to believe that our progresH will be etoady 
and pormanent. 

vVe beg to assure your Excellency that 
all tbo measures which are brought under 
our consideration shall receive our most 
careful attention. 

It is to be regretted that Her Majesty's 
Government 1ms nut thought it expedient to 
pass the Judiuiary Hill, but wo trust that 
some measure will he introduced during t be 

• present Session which will terminate the 
oxiating anomalies in the iidrninislruUon of 
the law, and to which Her Mujcgty will bu 
able to assort. 

A Fonee Bill is ono which will confer & 
groat boom on the Settlers. The importune, 
ol a good Mineral Law cannot be too highly 
estimated, and we are glud to hear fiom 
your Excellency '.lint tho measure to be pro» 
posed will be liberal in i Is charaotor, and 
trust that it will lead to the the inoreased 
development of the vust mineral resources 
known to exist in tho colony. 

Wo congratulate Your Excellency on tho 
improved Goaocial condition ol tho colony, 
and the rodue ion which hue been effected iu 
the public dobt. Fully impressed with the 
importance ol exercising a rigid economy in 
nil Departments of tho Government, ti e 
Estimates prepared on this busis will receive 
our support. 

Wo view with satisfaction tlio prospect of 
an inereueerl expenditure on Public Works, 
jib the opening up nnd repair of roads to var- 
ious parts of th,s largo territory, uflord* tho 
obly permaneut meuns of nettling the 
country, 



We are glad that the important topics of 
Reciprocity with tho United States, and 
Confederation with the Dominion ol Canada 
will bo discussed, and trust that 6ome euiis- 
factory solution ol these important questions 
will be arrived nt. 

Wo cordia'ly concur with your Excellency 
in believing that the time has now arrived 
when the peoplu should have the lull right of 
electing their representative!? in the Legis- 
lature, and we hope thnt ita constitution will 
be still further amended, eo as to develop 
with greater freedom tho principles ol soil 
government.

Hon Holmcken intended to have moved for 
a Committee ol iho Whole upon the reply 
to the Governor's Speech, but souing that the 
report ol tho Select Committee contained 
nothing objectionable, being io tho usuul 
non-committal stylo, he was satisfied with 
the reply as it stood. It was to be regretted 
that no allusion had beep mnilo to tho desir- 
ability of altering the Tariff, as he lell t-uro 
that without injuring anyone it would 
hasten the prosperity of the mercantile popu> 
latioo BU'I encuurugo all. It was possible, 
and even prohablo. that tho Governor may 
Bend down n messOKC iu that regard. He 
was glad to see that tbo Governor intended 
to add to the number of the people's repre- 
sentatives. Scenes had occurred in that 
very room a few years ago that would never 
have taken place if the then Governor hnd 
conaented to what Governor Seymour now 
proposes; mu h misunderstanding would huv6 
been prevented. All that they asked was lo 
bo allowad to work as tlmy did iu other 
countries by which the heads of Governments 
wero perfectly acquainted Willi the people's 
feelings ihrough their representatives. He 
tboueht, however, that the geiu of tho whole 
speech was contained in the proposition to 
add two of the popular members to tho Exe- 
cutive C' uocil. This serves to wipe out 
other faults. Altogether the reply was very 
satisfactory. 0;>p>8ition to everything em° 
at a'ing from tbe Government had beet me so 
n i ara with him, thnt ho was almost sorry 
t! a he had no fault to find. He would move 
tbe adoption of tho repot t. 
- Hon Carroll thought if th< re was any evi- 
dence of eitia in the address, ihey we o sin3 
of nmi-sioo, and be did not look on tbo ad- 
dition to be made to tho Executive Council 
as the gem of the nr>^>r,^.

Hon Walkem had been b inored with a 
s°nt in ihat honorable Council for four or 
five eoBaions, but on all previous occasions 
tie bail sal ibero elected Oy the people. He 
uow occupied his seat under quite different 
nuspioes in which the peoplo hail no voice. 
He, however, felt himself equally free to ex 
press his opinion on every subject that came 
before the Council., In relation lo the (inver- 
nor's* speech, ho though' it wns pervaded by 
ert-at concessions which tonk the public arid 
bimself by eurprin- ; co^cefalons which he 
thought womd bo produciivo of lasting 
benefit to the Colony. 

Therepo't was then adopted, The pre- 
siding member having ascertained that his 
Excellency was prepared to receive the ad- 
dress, the House adjourned during pleasure 
in order to present the address to the Gover- 
nor.

Tub Coanoil's reply to tho Govcr- 
Bor'a Spoecb proservos the same stereo- 
typed, non-oommittal torni that 
characterizes documents of the kind 
in oolonieB and countries where legis* 
lation is fottered and a majority of the 
legislature 'is composed of tho veiy 
class— indeed, tho vory men— who are 
called on to pass upon and (of ooursej 
approve thoir own acts. Tho con 1 
gratulationB are all commonplaco and 
haoknoyed, tho majority taking caro 
to stiok well to tho text boforo thorn 
and touching upon and roviowing in 
a moBt delioato manner sovoral of tho 
■ubjeots so ably and skillfully advancod 
by his Excellency. A popular legisla- 
ture would have sought out tho three 
or four weak places in his Excolloncy's 
armour and would have picrcod him 
with tho dart of disapproval to 
its very hilt. But our Council 
waBhoB down thoSpeoch with a bono- 
diction and Bwallown it wholus bolus. 
It is well, porbapa, that it is bo. We would 
have the Council legislate like freemen ; 
but we wnuld not have them hypocrites ;— 
and eucb, whatever we may think and Bay of 
their principles (I) and tbeir independence (I) 
they assuredly are not. Tho clerk had 
•carcely ceased rending bis Excellency's re- 
joinder, when Dr Helmckeo came forward 
with a broad and liberal measure for popular- 
izing the Council by the election of iixteeo 
members by the popular voice and the ap- 
pointment of eight by the Governor. The 
bill took the official members by surprise ; 
bat it failed to disconcert at least one of 
tbeir numbers — the hon. Attorney Goneral — 
a gentleman afflicted with a sort of mania 
for interposing ' constitutional objections' to 
the passage, ol popular measures. The bill, 
ho tbongbt, was unconstitutional, and as the 
Council is an intensely constitutional body, 
the best plan would be to withdraw it and 
bring it in again in a constitutional form. 
Somo time was occupied in discussing the 
bill upon a point of order, and it finally went 
over until yesterday, when the hon. promoter 
consented to bring it forward in the form ol 
a petition, without, however, in any manner 
Mcedinsr from the principle Tho samo bon. 
member bas given notice of a bill to repeal 
tbe Crown Salaries' Aot, in order that',the Gov- 
ernor may be enabled to reduoo the salaries 
of necessary officers and d'soharge those not 
required. When retrenchment was urged 
upon tbe government two years ago, it was 
replied thut tbe Governor's hands were tied, 
—that under tbe Crown Salaries, Act be 
could not displace Crown officers and could 
only partially carry oat tbe wishes of tbe 
tax-paying community. The notion will 
pat tbe sincerity of this reply to tbe test ; 
and it will be curious to observe the treat- 
Bent the bill will receive. The Hon Attorney 
General will, no doubt, be propared with his 
usual ' constitutional objection,' to ward oO 
all discussion upon the merits o( the bill, if 
be can ; but should it oome to a direct vote, 
we trust the officials will emulate the exam- 
ple of tbe former Colonial Secretary, Mr 
Birth, who laid it down that 'servants 
should not vote upon their master's salary,' 
and with bis subordinates withdrew without 
the bar when the Civil List was under discus- 
sion, leaving the popular members to settle 
tbe question themselves. Mr Drake's Draw- 
back Bill was brought in on Monday. Tbo 
bill proposes to allow a drawback on all 
goods on which duties hnve been paid and 
sold for exportation. The moasure is design- 
ed for tbo relief of the mercantile oommunity 
who havo suffered heavy pecuniary losses 
through the loss of tho foreign trade which 
was driven away by tho tariff. Tho bill pro- 
vides a rigorous system of checks, sod its 
paaBsgo woold bo au aot of justice to tho 
mercaotilo class as well as a real benefit to 
tbe oommunity. Tbe bill is so equitable and 
beneficial in its character that we are sur- 
prised the Government did not deem it ad- 
visable to introduce it as a Government 
measure, and thus furnish on additional 
i guarantee of tho sincerity of its professions 
; to admiuistor affairs in accordance with the 
! popular desiro. 

' The Canadian News, of Nov. 5th, says 
that Mr Hensley, of Prince Edward Island, 
I who has just been to Washington with re- 
ference to tbo laying of a submarino cable 
between tbo island and the mainland, reports, 
' that when at Washington he had an inter- 
: view with Mr Thornton, tho British Minister, 
and that that gentleman assured him that 
the reported negotiations with Mr Seward, 
in referenoe to reciprocity bad not taken 
place, and that tbero was no probability of 
the question being opened up. If this be so, 
the question of reciprocity may safely enough 
be considered as adjourned, at all events 
until the coming in of the new Administra- 
\ tion ol Washington, and probnbly for some 
I time longer. Then, however, wo have reason 
■ to beliovo the matter will bo Beriously taken 
Bp between the Governments of tho States 
and the Dominion.

[Continued from first pago.l 
sooh as <nro woro cominR from older couun 
tries would nover bo satisfied until a more 
liberal ayatera of legislntiou waB adopted. 
He cast no slur on tho olHciul members, bat 
he believed if thoy wore eveo an augelio 
host, under lbn present oirouoiBtances, they 
would not satisfy the paople 

Hon Crease though' the bill exceeded the 
powers of thi Council ; thero wai Dot a 
single clause in the Act which enabled the 
Bouse to amend its own constitution, by the 
63ni, 28th and 29th Vic. 5th clause, gave 
power to the Council to creato Courts ol 
Judicature and to overy Colonial Repre- 
sentative Legislature full power to miike 
laws for their own guidance, but that powor 
was restricted to Representative Legisla- 
tures, and ia do case does the powor exist 
asked by the hon member. 

Hon Hamloy, lor tho introduction ot such 
a bill as the present one, Hor Majesty's per- 
mission would be require '; ondor all the cir° 
cumstaooo", he hoped the bill would bo ne- 
gatived if the hon propoaer did not withdraw 

Hon Crease; objected that the mode of 
bringing in the bill was improper. 

Hon lleluicken would assure tho hon mem- 
bers that ho had not the remotest intention 
to -withdraw the bill, it might be very true 
that he bad no power to do anything else. 
He was perfectly aware that this Council 
bad no power to amend the oonatituiion, but 
it was qu'.ta competent in them to rnako a 
saggesfoo which would be sent home to 
Her Majesty's Government, to be accepted 
or negatived as the ease might be ; the bill 
was really more in tbo shape of. a pelitioo 
than anything else. Every law affected tho 
constitution, and il they bad power to amend 
one portion they certainly bad power to 
amend annthor. Does the bou gentleman 
state th it thero is nothing representative 
about the present Council 1 He held that 
there were representative members present; 
he did not think that because tho bon and 
learned gentleman bad expressed an opinion 
that the House should be swayed by it. 

Hon Ring hoped that the bill would be al- 
lowed to pass a first reading, hs thought the 
Council possassed full power to alter the 
constitution. 

Hon Drake supported tho principle of the 
bill, bis constituents deaired more liberal 
forms of Government, and tbey wished to 
bear the burdens ol Government with the 
Governon Ho did not think that anything 
in tho shape ot self-government was shelved. 

Hon Trutch had no inclination to sholvo 
the bill; on the contrary, ho thought that 
Govorument would bo strengthened by ad- 
vancing towards svich on alteration; but the 
manner in whioh the principle had boon in- 
troduced was irregular and improper; the 
subject should be brought in in tho form of 
resolutions. In accordance with the sug- 
gestions held out in the Governor's speech, 
lor a more popular form of Government, ho 
and his colleagues felt themselves perfectly 
free to vole, and in this respect he objectad 
to the injurious aspirations that had been 
oast upon tbcru. 

Hon Alston objected that it wonld be use- 
loss sending such a bill to tho Governor as 
ho could not sign it. If tliu Governor sign- 
ed the bill, it would becomo Ijw, although 
it might bo aflerwarda disallowed by the 
Queen. -Jf tho Ordinanco waa" sent to the 
Governor in its present form, it would hove 
to be returned to tho Houso. Ho would ask 
the hon proposer to cxpresj tho matter in 
loo hill in the proper form. 

Hon Duvio, without expressing entire con- 
currence with tho Bill, said he must support 
the principles thero expresdad. 

Hon Walkom said that this was tho old 
story so olten repealed Imt sejsion ; the res- 
olutions then brought forward ornbodied the 
principles of the Bill before them, but the 
resolutions were then in proper form, bat the 
meaisare now brought forward was not. It 
rnigbt be ouiomberod by the hon Members 
that he oljec od strongly to tho resolutions 
intnducod last cession. Ho fully agreed with 
all that had fallen from tho popular members, 
be had nlwuys been in lavor of opening tho 
Executivo Council lo popular members. The 
Governor was empowered to do so and 
and so, as isted by the- legislative- Council, 
but it waa absurd to suppose that this Coun- 
cil could give themselves tbo power asked 
for in tho Bill — it wns impossible for the 
Governor to sign an Ordinance in which 
such power was naked. Hi beliovod tho Eog- 
• lish House o( Commons bad not the pow- 
er whioh tho passing of this Bill would imply 
—wero such tho ca6u tbey could overturn 
Iba presont form of government, and change 
the monarchy to a republic. Solar from do- 
airing to shulvo the Bill, ho was decidedly in 
favor ol some portions of it, but was opposed 
lo it as a whole. He oonsldcrcd that tbo of- 
ficial members ha 1 lioony enough to advo- 
cate the principles of the Bill, wero they in 
proper form. Lot the subject be brought 
forward in propor (orui, and not play at legis- 
lation like ohildreui 



Hon HoW cl{en Ba; d t" at for good or for evil 
he wtio'd ooforco his right to bring in tbo 
Bin- whether it was afterwards lost or not 
wo u'fd rest with tho Council. II tho Bill was 
opt of order, tho President would hava ruled 
il so. There was do compulsion (o pnss tbo 
Bill — tho Bill was desired by this Council 
i.nd tho peoplo of colony, and he would do 
his duly in tho case. The Government of 
the colony hnd just been acquiring a litilo 
more popularity— but if they rejected thot 
Bill, ibey would very soon Iobb that popular- 
ity. The Bill read9— 'that it is prayed that 
the Queen may grant thnt the Bill be adopt - 
od.' It is only desirod by' this means to 
have the Bill further discussed. If the Coun- 
cil throw it out at this stage, it cannot be in- 
troduced aaain this session. 

Hon Crease desired to hear from preceding 
members whether the bill was out of order 
or not. 

Hon Young thought that hon members 
were travelling Irom tho rocord — tho ques- 
tion before tbo bouse wus simply shall leave 
bo granted to bring in the bill; at that mo- 
ment he had only to decide that the bon 
membor for Vicloria had a right to finish bin 
reply. 

Hon He'mcken repeated that be hadgivon 
the propor notice, and had dono nil a mem- 
ber could do in the case.

with very handsome coarse gold. Provisions 
arc not over plenty in the oamp; what there 
is selling at very high rates. About 75 men 
will winter in the oamp. A largo number 
of miners from Alontano have secured clait. ?; 
they will return in tho Spring to work them. 
Mr B. says that a regular stampede is ex- 
pected from Montana early in the Spring. 
Tho Hudson Bay Company have a store al- 
ready in the camp, and until tho trains from 
Wulla Walla arrived, did a good business ) 
nnd sold goodH at enormous priced. Flour 
was sold as high as 50 cents per pound, and 
other goods In proportion. They received 
over SI, 200 from tho salo of five kegs of 
liquor. Mr B. has left his partner, Mr 
Hewitt, in oamp with a largo and well ass 
sorted stock of merchandise. Thoy aro put- 
ting up a atoro 40x30, and intend to establish 
themselves permanently in businosi at that 
cump, bolieving it equal, if not better, than 
any other mining distiict in tho northern 
country. 

Additional News iatoit Kootbnav.— We 
have much plonsuro in laying beforo our 
readers tbo following extract from n private 
letter from tho fulls of St Mary on Ferry 
Creek, Kootenay, dated 27th Nov, 1868.
